Studies of the trade of Poland and Czechoslovakia were circulated by 
the reference memo of April 20. 


On April 17 the Special Committee reviewed its work in progress, and 

reached the following agreements: 

1. Hong Kong-Macao . The State, Defense and Commerce members should 
continue their preparation of a draft report ? to be completed as 
soon as possible, on U. S. export controls with respect to Hong 
Kong and Macao. In this connection consideration should be 
given, in accordance with NSC 94/1, to the general question of 
trade between the Soviet bloc and Hong Kong and Macao. 

2. Japan . A report is to be made by the drafting group separate 
from that on South Asian and Far Eastern countries. 

3. Europe . The drafting group should prepare as soon as practic- 
able reports grouped in order of priority as follows: 

a. Austria and Western Germany 

b. France, Belgium- Luxembourg and the Netherlands 

c. United Kingdom, Trieste and Italy 
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Spain, Portugal, Denmark, Iceland and Norway 
e. Finland and Yugoslavia 

4. General Review . The drafting group should undertake the neces- 

sary staff work for the* Council's continuing responsibility to 
scrutinize East-West trade, in accordance with NSC 94/1, by 
means of the following procedures: (a) on the basis of informa- 

tion from the various departments and agencies concerned, appro- 
priate reports should be prepared reviewing specific question- 
able trade matters ; (b) progress reports should be prepared on 
the basis of periodic reviews of East-West trade; and (c) spe- 
cific reports on particular trade problems and shipments should 
be made as circumstances require. 

5. Procedure . It was also agreed that, in connection with the 
above assignments to the drafting group, composed of representa- 
tives designated by the State, Defense and Commerce members, the 
participation and assistance of the representative of any other 
member of the Special Committee would be welcome. 

Awaiting consideration by the Special Committee of the three draft 
reports referred to above, and awaiting the other reports by the 
drafting group as described in points 1-4 above. 

PROVISION FOR STATE INTERNAL SECURITY FORCES 

(NSC 9o/l and NSC 96; NSC Action No, 4(39; memo for members of staff 
group from Executive Secretary, subject, "Provision for State Guard 
Forces," dated May 7, 1951 ) 

At the request of the Secretary of Defense, NSC 96 was submitted for 
Council consideration. At its 77th Meeting, by the reference ac- 
tion, the Council agreed to request the Chairman, NSRB, to develop, 
in consultation with other interested agencies, a plan for the pro- 
vision of essential Federal guidance and assistance to the States in 
organizing reserves to perform State and local security functions 
when the National Guard is ordered into active military service, 
this plan to include any necessary Federal legislation. 

Report by the Chairman, NSRB, circulated for Council information as 
NSC 96/1 and referred to the NSC Staff for use in the preparation of 
a report for Council consideration. On April 12 the Senior Staff 
discussed NSC 96/1 and referred it to the Defense, JCS, and NSRB 
Staff members together with officials from the Department of Jus- 
tice, the Bureau of the Budget, and the Federal Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration, for use in the preparation of a report for Senior 
Staff consideration. 
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Draft outline, prepared by the Executive Secretary, transmitted to 
the above staff group by the reference memorandum, and discussed 
at a meeting on May 14. With some modifications, the outline was 
adopted as a working guide and the proposed assignments were ac- 
cepted, Awaiting reports as assigned. 

RELEASE 0E_ INFORMATION REGARDING NE W WEAPONS 

(Memo for NSC Consultants and AEC Representative, from Executive 
Secretary, same subject, dated July 5, 1950) 

At the direction of the President, the Council and the Chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission undertook a consideration of the gen- 
eral problem of weapons information, including atomic weapons, in 
order to make appropriate recommendations to the President on the 
subject. A draft report, prepared by the Executive Secretary in 
accordance with the discussion at a meeting on June 22, 1950, has 
been circulated to the NSC Staff and a representative of the AEC 
by the reference memo. Awaiting redraft of this report by Defense.
